When 
the Russian people realize what has 
happened, 
they will overthrow the 


compact brought about 
through the 


Bolshevik foolishness, i£ not the trait- 
orous action of Trotzky and Lenine. 


COUNTER CHARTER PETITION 
It is understood that certain parties 


in the employ of the city have started 
to secure signatures to a charter peti- 
tion in favor of Plan C, which is but 
slightly 
different 
from the 
present 


charter. The chief difference is, that 
the salary of the mayor may be $5,000 
and that of the other commissioners 
?4,000 each. 


This is a move to block any change 


in the present charter inasmuch as the 
first petition lodged with the board ol 
registers and approved bars any other 
petition for change of charter from 
consideration for the present year. 


As this is a move to retain the pres- 


ent charter by certain parties, knowing 
that Plan C would not be adopted, it 
should not be countenanced by any- 
body interested in the well being of 
our city.

We read with interest of tho case of 


the East Pittsburg milkman who de- 
spite his wooden foot was sent to camp 
with the drafted men. He has been 
sent back to serve his milk customers, 
n which capacity he is probabiy worth 
very much more than he would ever be 
A'ith a crippled foot In Flanders mud. 


Such cases serve to point the folly 


of passing men as fit for military ser- 
vice who are obviously unable to per- 
'orm the same, and those whose medi-! 
::al history proves that they are liable. 


us a result of tho hardships of tho 
soldier's life, to become burdens upon 
the army in the field, rather than effec- 
tive units of the lighting forces. 


Quito a large number of men sent 


to Camp Devenii by the 
exemption 


boards were rejected by the urmy sur- 
geons and sent home,as unfit for sor 
vice. Tlib surgeons 
are 
not being 


fooled to any great extent although 
they arc not mind readers. 


Still in spite of tho greatest vigi- 


lance, men who have been discharged 
not cured, but because there was no 
room for them at sanatoriums for the 
treatment of victims of tuberculosis, 
have been accepted by local exemption 
boards for service. Some of these men 
will perhaps be passed by the state 
boards, and not a few of them Will get 
by the more rigid physical examination 
at camp. .There is grave danger that 
their arrested disease may reappear in 
more virulent form when 
they have 


been transported, at a cost estimated 
at 51500 per man, across sea,1 and they 
will either become a burden to the 
medical department or else be a source 
of danger to their comrades. 


Greater care in the 
acceptance 
of 


such men is imperatively necessary. 
Regardless of the soldier's willingness 
to serve, or of the eagerness which is 
displayed by some to get to the front, 
10 man should be accepted when there 
s 
anything approaching a serious 


irobability that he may become a men- 
ace to the health of the army or a 


charge upon tho facilities for treat 
mem of tho sick and wounded.

and need promptly—this relief in their 
destitution. 
Tho quantity of raw ma- 


terials which we have been permitted 
to import for manufacture into cloth- 
ing in these' parts of Belgium and 
Prance has never been sufficient. Even 
the well-to-do are short of necessities; 
the poor are in dire need. 


As the world is short of so many 


' things. It is short of clothing, of raw 


materials. We cannot purchase what 
is needed; we must put our spare gar- 
ments to the service of the world—a 
measure of pure economics, conser- 
vation-and patriotism. 


One-third of every shipment will go 


to the people of the north of France, 
down close behind the German lines; 
two-thirds will go into Belgium. 


The commission for relief has the 


In these 
vessels carrying cargoes of grain and 
other foodstuffs to the Belgians and 
the French in the territory occupied by 
the Germans, there is room for all the 
clothing you can give.

• turned away by the : thousands' from 


the empty storehouses of the com- 
mittees, and their new-born babies are 
swaddled in rags. Light, warm can- 
ton flannel and other kinds of cloth 
are needed, from which to make these 
things. 
On your generosity alone rests 


the responsibility of these young lives 


Last year in Belgium one paid $7 


to have a pair of shoos re-solej 
The commission for relief was going 
them with sections ot discarded ma- 
terial stamped out to fit the various 
sizes; tens or thousands of pairs of 
these cut-solos were thus produced. 
We must have shoes, and we must 
have scrap leather with which to re- 
pair those you give, and the othel 
shoes now beius worn over there. 


It is useless to send 
a 
garment 


which is not made of the strongest 
and most durable materials, as the 
clothes arc subjected to the hardest 
kind of use. 
But this does not mean 


• that all garments must be in perfect 


repair. 
These 'tare upwards of a hun- 


dred thousand women in Belgium and 
northern France who will do anything 
for a little work, ana who were mob- 
ilized and trained into a marvelously 
efficient organization for the making 
of new clothing—while there were still 
raw materials—or the repairing, rip- 
inns up and re-making of old cloth- 
ing. 


These women arc happiest when at 


' work, having less time to dwell upon 


their misery, and they look forward 
with dread to the day when, their 
material'exhausted and , the garments 
.finished, they must lay down their 
•work and await their turn to receive 
the next supplies. 


As to the bedding: In the north of 


France sacks stuffed with dry leaves 
serve .as mattresses; everywhere the 
need for blankets is tremendous; hos- 
pitals and other institutions suffer for 
want of sheets. Do not forget that in 
some places whole families sleep to- 
gether to share a single blanket. 


While tho Red Cross is caring for 


the helpless and the destitute French 
and Belgians behind the allied armies, 
the commission for relief is caring for 
the helpless and destitute Frencli and 
Belgians "in there" behind the Ger- 
man lines. 


The cry for clothing comes from 


the commission for relief. 
The cloth-, 


kindly see that the shoes you send in 
are free from mud. 


Do not send in damp clothing. 
Do not- put any notes or messages 


in the pockets of garments as no writ- 
ten matter can be sent into the occu- 
pied territories with the commission's 
:oods.

Fire which necessitated the sounding 


of a general alarm broke out in the 
basement ol! Cady &. Sons' box shop 
in Western avenue, near the corner of 
Fletcher .street, shortly after noon to- 
day and within an hour and a half the 
entire building waa gutted and the ma- 
or portion of the contents were de- 
stroyed. It is roughly estimated that 
the loss to the building1 and contents 
will be ?boul $50,000. 


The lire had its .inception in some 


baled hay in the basement in the mid- 
dle of the building1 and spread rapidly 
to both ends and up through the roof. 
Although tiie wind was not strong the 
contents of the. building made good 
food for the names and before the first 
piece of apparatus swung 
into 
tho 


street the centre of the building was 
like a roaring furnace. 


Property within a radius of several 


hundred yards -was 
threatened' and 


many incipient tires were caused by 
flying embers falling 011 roofs. 


The embers were carried into Middle- 


sex street and destroyed an awning at 
the store of A. 13. Jjemaitre & Co., in 
Middlesex street. 


It was only through very effective 


work, on the part of the firemen and a 
gang of men from the Boston & Maine 
railroad that the railroad bridge over 
the Western canal was saved, though 
the woodwork caught

places, especially on the end nearest 
Western avenue. The heat was so in- 
tense on the bridge that the firemen 
worked under difficulties and hundreds 
of people who lined the end of the

may appreciate our feelings. Their jo 
is unbounded. It has given them fres 
courage' to feel that young and vigorou 
troops are to stand with them, side b 
side, in the coming supreme test. It 
with keen pleasure that we enter tl 
coming offensive in the common caus 
It is a great privilege to fight shoulde 
to shoulder with the French

whose unconquerable spirit has 'won fo

The oflicers and men unite with me i 
sending their best wishes to you and 1 
Major Lesare.

The men 
fere deeply impressed at these signs 
of the war's havoc. 
It is rather dini- 


cult to analyze the 
feelings ' of the 
American soldiers as they go into active 
conflict, but if I am any judge of them 
they will stick to the job until the bar- 
barity of the invaders has been ade- 
quately punished. 
The American boy5 


have somewhat of the sporting spirit of 
the British at first, and they do not ap- 
pear to have any personal fears. 
They 


do not go into the war as the Germans 
have clone, as a business. I do not be- 
liuve that they have any enmity in their 
licarts against tile 
German people, if 


one can judge by the way they 
talk 
about them and the manner in which 
they treat the German prisoners in their 
hands. But as they have lately seen the 
work of devastation carried out by the 
retreating enemy, they have looked into 
the distance, toward 
th<^ enemy lines, 


and grim determination is .written on 
every face. The German will Und the 
American an implacable foe from now 
en anil when that new army- gets here 
in full strength we will hand the Hur 
a line of kulfur which he will under- 
stand much better than peace messages 
and platonic notes. 
The flrst town through which Battery 


F passed was situated on a hill, and in 
imagination 1 can see how it must have 
looked before German dynamite trans- 
formed it from a peaceful, picturesque 
hamlet 
into 
black stone 
piles. We 
passed through only to have a sudden 
awakening. Not a single cottage 
if 
chateau was inhabited, for all of them 
have been blown up. The 
beautiful 


church on the hilltop, the sacred altar 
f,f all who once lived in tho village, wau 
but the sepulchre 
of their hopes, it 
seemed to us. The church had been de- 
molished, first with explosives and then

COUNTER CHARTER PETITION 
It is understood that certain parties

to secure signatures to a charter peti-

vllh a crippled foot in Flanders mud. 


Such cases serve to point the folly 
passing men as fit for military ser- 


•ice who are obviously unable to per- 
orm the same, and those whose medi- 


as a result of the hardships of th 
soldier's life, to become burdens upoi 
the army in the field, rather than eftec 
live units of the lighting forces. 


Quite it large number of men sen 


| to Camp Dcvens by the exemption 
boards were rejected by the army sur 
geons and sent home as unfit for ser 
vice. The surgeons are not being 
fooled to any great extent although 
they are not mind readers. 


Still in spite of the greatest vigi- 


lance, men who have been discharged 
not cured, but because thcro was no 
room for them at sanatorlums for the 
treatment of victims of tuberculosis 
have been accepted by local exemption 
boards for service. 
Some of these men 


will perhaps be passed by the state 
boards, and not a few of them will get 
by the more rigid physical examination 
at camp. There is grave danger that 
their arrested disease may reappear in 
more virulent form when they have 
been transported, at a cost estimated 
at $1500 per man, across sea, and they 
will either become a burden to the 
medical department or else be a source 
of danger to their comrades.

PARIS, March 16.—An important de- 
bate appears to be in prospect in the 
chamber of deputies on the subject of 
reprisals for aerial attacks on Paris.

TO TAKE OVER 


LOJCDON, March IS.—The 
Spuiiisli 


and Swiss ambassadors at Berlin have 
been directed by the German foreign 
office to notify the American govern- 
ment that Germany will proceed with 
measures against American property 
in Germany in tho same proportion that 
action is taken against German prop- 
erty In the United States. Router's Am- 
sterdam correspondent reports. 


Hitherto, it is stated in the Berlin 


advices announcing this action,

German government has restricted it- 
self to measures "absolutely neces- 
sary to prevent enemy property In 
Germany being taken out of Germany 
during- the war and thereby possibly 
benefiting Germany's enemies." 


WASHINGTON, March IS.—There is 


one hundred times as much Germany 
property in the United States as there 
is American property in Germany, ac- 
cording to estimates presented recent- 
ly to a senate committee by A. Mitch- 
ell Palmer, alien property custodian.

erty in Germany 
is 
represented in 


Standard Oil company interests. 
The 


German law now enables the German 
government to do with American prop- 
erty exactly what congress now is be- 
ins assured to dn with German prop: 
erty in Amerir-a. 
The senate already 


has passed legislation authorizing the 
alien property custodian to sell the 
properly holdings of great German or- 
ganizations in the United States, so 
that they may not serve as the out- 
posts of kultur after the v.*ar.

Under Mr. Coburn's management the 


firm's business expanded, the depart- 
ments Were enlarged and after the fire 
several years ago the building was ren- 
ovated and the store refitted in a mod- 
ern manner. 
The deceased was a member of Kil- 


winning lodge of Ma-sons and the Ves- 
per Country and Yorick clubs. 


The C. B. Coburn company has had 


a long and honorable career in the 
business history of Lowell and it was 
through the personality, energy and 
business ability of Frederick W. Cob- 
urn that the company, has 
attained 


such a high degree of excellence. 


It was in 1837, one year after Lowell 


became incorporated as a city, that 
the firm of Mixer & Whittemore, deal- 
ers in manufacturers' supplies, was es- 
tablished and located in the old Me- 
chanics building in Button street, and 
the present C. B. Coburn Company is 
the outgrowth of that business. 
On 


the dissolution of Mixer & Whittemore, 
another concern, that of Mixer & Pit- 
man, took up the business and contin- 
ued it until the advent of Charles B. 
Coburn in the forties, when he succeed- 
ed Isaac Pitman in the partnership. At 
this time the name of the firm was 
changed 
to Mixer & Coburn, 
under 


which title the business was run until 
I860. In that year Charles B. Coburn 
became sole proprietor. Ten years la- 
ter his son Charles H. Coburn entered 
the lirm and in 1871 another son, Ed- 
ward I1'. Coburn, was admitted to part- 
nership. 
In 1880 the company located at its 


present site in Market street. Frederic 
W. Coburn entered the firm in 189S and 
in 1904 the firm was incorporated under 
the name of C. B. Coburn Co. 
Shortly 


after the death of Charles H. Coburn. 
which occurerd in June, 1909, Gordon 
Tweed retired from the corporation and 
Frederic W. Coburn, grandson of the 
founder of the company, assumed sole 
management.

fire broke out in the store of the C. B.

corporation thirty-two years previous 
to the fire. Two lines of 
telephones 


were promptly installed in its tem- 
porary "quarters and before noon the 
shipping clerk was taking orders and 
delivering goods from the store house 
in Howard street. 


This is referred to here, because it 


serves to illustrate the push and busi-, 
ness enterprise of the splendid young 
man who passed away yesterday. The 
fire that practically destroyed his store 
dirt not daunt him in the least, but, on 
the contrary, it served to reinforce the 
energy for which he was noted and af- 
ter an absence of six months from the 
old store, C. B. Coburn Company re- 
turned there. It was a new store at 
the old stand and Fred Coburn had 
spared nothing in bringing the store up 
to date in every way, so that today it 
stands a monument to his progressive- 
ness, energy and ability.

The Low- 
ell board of health has agreed to pro 
vide for proper fumigation, and when 
the garments are shipped to Boston 
they* will be again fumigated. 


The following is the appeal sent out 


by the Red Cross: 


These allies of ours behind tho Ger- 
* man lines—the rich as well as the 


poor—with their native stocks of raw 
materials long- since exhausted, and 
no commercial imports since the first 
devastation of their country, need— 
and need promptly—this relief in their 
destitution. The quantity of raw ma- 
terials which we have been permitted 
to import for manufacture into cloth- 
ing in these parts of Belgium and 
France has never been sufficient 
Even 


the well-to-do are short of necessities; 


* the poor are in dire need. 


As tho world is short of so many 


thing-g, it is short of clothing, of raw 
materials. 
"We cannot purchase what 


is needed; we must put our spare gar- 
ments to. the service of the world—a 
measure of pure economics, conser- 
vation, and patriotism. 


One-third of every shipment will go 


to the people of tho north oC France, 
down close behind the German lines; 
two-thirds will go into Belgium. 


The commission for relief has the 


fihips—you have the clothing. In these 
vessels carrying cargoes of grain and 
other foodstuffs to the Belgians and 
the French in the territory occupied by 
the Germans, there is room for all the 
clothing you can give. The commission 
for relief has safe conduct pass for 
ships, and the 
absolute 
assurance, 


through its own representatives 
in 


Brussels, that the clothing: will be de- 
livered only to those for whom it is 
intended. The Germans have never at 
any time seized the personal apparel 
of individuals. 


Before the exhaustion of native sup- 


plies, prospective mothers were giv- 
en layettes—littles bundles containing 
all tho. warm, clean garments and va- 
rious supplies so necessary to the ba- 
bies'—with which to clothe and pro- 
, vide for the new arrivals into the 


world. Of late, these women have been 
turned away by tho thousands from 
the empty storehouses of tho com- 
mittees, and their new-born babies are 
swaddled in rag-s. 
Light, warm can- 


ton flannel and other kinds of cloth 
are needed, from which to make these 
things. On your generosity alone rests 
the responsibility of these young lives. 


Last year in Belgium one paid 57 


to have a pair of • shoes re-sole-1. 
The "commission for relief was going 
them."with/"sections" oC:'disearded ma- 
terial stamped out to fit the various 
sizes; tens of thousands of pairs of 
these cut-solos were thus produced. 
We must have .shoes, and we must 
have scrap leather with which to re- 
pair those you • give, and 
the other 


shoes now being worn over there. 


It is useless to send 
a 
garment 


which is not made of the strongest 
and most durable materials, an the 


_ clothes are 
subjected to the hardest 


kind of use. 
But this does not mean 


that all garments must be in perfect 
repair. These are upwards of a hun- 
dred thousand women in Belgium and 
northern France who will do anything 
for a little work, and who were mob- 
ilized and trained into a marvelously 
efficient organization for the making 
of new clothing—while there were still 
raw materials—or tho repairing, rip- 
ping up and re-making' of old cloth- 


>. ing. 


These women are happiest when at 


work, having less time to dwell upon 
their misery, and they look forward 
•with dread to the day when, their 
material exhausted and the garments, 
finished, they must lay clown then- 
work and await their turn to receive 
the next supplies. 


As to the bedding: In the north of 


France sacks stuffed with dry leaves 
serve as mattresses; everywhere the 
need for blankets is tremendous; hos- 
pitals and other institutions suffer for 
want of sheets. Do not forget that in 


" some places whole families sleep to- 
g-ether to share a single blanket 


While the Red Cross is caring for 


the helpless and the destitute French 
and Belgians behind the allied armies, 
Jhe commission for relief is caring for 
tho helpless and destitute French and 
Belgians "in there" behind the Ger- 
man lines. 


The cry for clothing comes from 


the commission for relief, 
The cloth-, 


ing, to be sorted and packed, must go 
to'the warehouses ot the commission. 
From there It goes to tho docks, und 
thence by'ship to Rotterdam. 


Four or five times a month general 


cargo vessels will take hundreds of 
tons of this clothing; every week the 
grain ships will carry as much more 


To meet tho'situation, and the op- 


portunity, the week of March 18-25 
should see not less than 5000 tons ot 
clothing collected and on its way to 
the commission warehouses.

Some American soldiers who 
happened to be' near or who walked 
through the shelled area afterwards 
said there were indications that the 
enerny was trying to isolate one of our 
positions with shell fire. The visibil- 
ity was exceptionally good today and 
the "weather was like summer. A great 
number of wagon trains and small 
groups of Germans were seen walking 
behind tho' enemy lines. 


Air Crowded With Airplanes 


Several times during the day the 


air was1 crowded with airplanes and 
on one occasion several 
enemy 
ma- 


chines were overhead at the 
same 


time. Airplanes from the rear of our 
lines, carrying American 
observers, 


maneuvered to set into a fight with 
the enemy machines, but were unsuc- 
cessful. 
American anti-aircraft guns 


drove off a number of enemy machines 
and kept the others high .in the air. 


American observers succeeded in ac- 


complishing much work which the re- 
cent ground haze had prevented. They 
obtained badly

photographs 


and observed certain things back of 
the German lines. 


Germans Forced to Retire 


American troops in the Luneville sec- 


tor have been 
subjected 
to 
fairly 


heavy bombardments during the last 
24 hours, but have been giving the en- 
emy as much as received. Patrols at 
two points established contact with 
the enemy last night and early this 
morning. After a-brief firing the Ger- 
mans retired. 


American soldiers are still holding 


the Mecklenburg trench, taken two 
days ago, which it Is now permitted 
to name. The anti-aircraft gu.is east 
of Luneville were extremely busy to- 
day in driving off enemy airplanes.
